Yankees’ Victory at San Pietro 
War’s Bitterest, Bloodiest Fight 


By DON WHITEHEAD. 
SAN PIETRO, Italy, Dec. 18.— 
(Delayed) — (*)—American 
Doughboys have won one of their 
bloodiest, bitterest and toughest 


battles of World War II, on this 
(100th day of the Fifth Army’s in- 


vasion of Italy. 

In all of the fighting from the 
beaches of Salerno to the Garigli- 
ano river, none has been s0 packed 


‘with drama and heroism as that 


of this 48-hour span, nor has any 
been so costly in American lives 
as the battle for San Pietro which 
ended today when we walked 
to reach 
this pile of misery and rubble that 
once was a town 

The Americans walked into this 
battered, filthy, stinking little 
town at the bottom of Mount Sa- 


Fondouk, Bizerte, Tunis. Gela, 
Troina, Salerno and Naples. The 
name of this little village will 
never be forgotten by the Ameri- 
can soldiers who took part in the 
battle for it. 

We picked our way with a pa- 
trol and first aid men through 
fields ripped by mortars and shells 
and the still bodies of doughboys 
who fell in the bloody, savage 
fighting. The fierceness of the 
fighting was written in those fields 
and in jagged piles of masonry in 
the town. 

Neither Tobruk nor Bizerte nor

Mrs. James L. Longstreet, widow 
of one of the Confederacy’s most 
famous generals, is expected to 
leave her present position as rivet- 
er at Bell Ajircraft’s Marietta 
plant, The Constitution learned 
last night. 

Mrs. Longstreet has been em- 
ployed by Bell for the past several 
weeks. 

The former Miss Helen Dortch, 
Mrs. Longstreet met and married 
the Confederate general while 
serving as state librarian. She was 
his second wife. 

She is a native of Franklin coun- 
ty and before being appointed 
state librarian, published a weekly 
newspaper at Carnesville. 

Following her husband’s death, 
Mrs. Longstreet was named post- 
mistress at Gainesville by Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt. She held 
that post for approximately 12 
years.

The coali- 
tion of house Republicans and 
Democrats who had written the 
ban into a bill extending the life 
of the Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation couldn’t muster the votes 
needed to override the veto. 

A new fight over the same issue 
will be left unsettled by adjourn- 
ment with an agreement to permit 
the CCC to continue operating un- 
til February 15. 

The second house vote to ban 
subsidies was the first of a series 
of successive blows at the admin- 
istration’s antiinflation program. 
The house followed up its newest 
top-heavy prohibition of subsidies 
with a vote to require an increase 
of 35 cents per barrel in crude oil 
prices, an increase denied by the 
Office of Price Administration and 
by Economic Stabilizer Fred M. 
Vinson. Both actions await senate 
disposition when the second ses- 
sion convenes on January 10. 

The senate, meanwhile, ignored 
administration wishes and voted 
an eight cents an hour wage boost 


for nonoperating railroad workers.

One answer came from) 
Kharkov Saturday night, at the 
end of Russia’s first trial of war 
criminals. Four men—all of whom 
pleaded guilty but said they only 
carried out orders—were sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

So far the Russians have not 
participated in sessions of the 
United Nations Commission for 
Investigation of War Crimes, 
which has met twice informally in 
London’s law courts and has a. - 
other meeting scheduled next 
month. It is not yet officially or- 
ganized. 

Russia’s absence has been at- 
tributed officially to “technical 
reasons.” These are understood to 
be a difference of opinion over 
the Soviet suggestion that each of 
the U. S. S. R.’s 16 constituent re- 
publics should have a representa- 
tive and vote on the commission,

The Russian proposal proved 
unacceptable to other United Na- 
tions, so far as could be learned, 
for two reasons: 

1. The 16 Soviet representatives 
would enable the Russians to 
equal the vote of the other repre- 
sentatives and might result in 
their controlling the commission’s 
action. 

2. Acceptance would be tanta- 
mount to recognition of Moscow’s 
territorial claims on the Baltic 
states, for they have been taken 
in as three Soviet republics. 

Since the restitution of wrecked 
or stolen property is envisaged in 
postwar justice, the Poles partic- 
ularly are inclined to take ex- 
ception to such a proposal.

Estimating that 20,000,000 Euro- 
peans have been murdered by the 
Germans, Vansittart said “It takes 
scores of thousands to rub out 
20 million.” 

The Archbishop of York. said, 
however, the English people 
“would not stand for such indis- 
criminate executions.”

In Atrocities 


LONDON, Dec. 19. — (4) — The 
Moscow radio announced tonight 
that three Germans and a Russian 
traitor, convicted of war atrocities 
by a military court at Kharkov, 
had been hanged in the public 
square of that city at 11 a. m. 
today. 


Thus was completed the first 
case of the war criminal trials. 

The four were convicted by the 
military tribunal of the fourth 
Ukrainian front which handed 
down the sentence yesterday. 


They were Wilhelm Langheld, a 
Gestapo captain; Hans Ritz, vice 
commander of a storm troop com- 
pany; Richard Ratzlaw, a corporal 
in the Gestapo auxiliary police, 
and the Russian, Mikhail Bulanov, 
who served as a Gestapo chauf- 
feur. 


40,000 WITNESSES 

The Moscow radio said 40,000 
persons witnessed the executions, 
which were “greeted by the work- 
ers of Kharkov and the collective 
farmers in the nearby villages with 
great satisfaction and much ap- 
plause.” 

Ratzlaw, Langheld and Bulanov 
ceased to move after three minutes 
on the gallows, but Ritz continued 


ito twitch for almost five minutes, 


it was announced. 

The German radio ignored the 
war guilt trial and executions at 
the southern Russian industrial 
center, but just before its 10 p. m. 
scheduled newscast tonight a 
“ghost voice” cut in, announcing 
that the accused had been sen- 
tenced to be hanged. This “ghost 
voice” broadcast was heard by the 
British ministry of information. 


MORE TRIALS DUE 

Similar war criminal trials, 
made legal by a decree of the Su- 
preme Soviet April 19, 1943, will 
probably be held in other tiberat- 
ed areas of the Soviet Union 
where the Gestapo is said to have 
killed and tortured the civilian 
population and soldier captives. 

The presiding jurist, Major Gen- 
eral Miasnikov, a soft-spoken but 
cold-toned man, read the sentence 
to the courtroom jammed to a 
point it could hardly have accom- 
modated even one more person, 
Kharkov dispatches to Moscow 
newspapers said. ’ 

The three Germans and the 
Russian, who participated by his 
own admission in some executions 
of children, were sitting as rigid 
as stone awaiting the sentence, ac- 
cording to Soviet press dispatches. 
JUDGE CONVINCED 

They raised their heads and as 
if expecting the death sentence, 
looked without hope at Justice 
Miasnikov. 


The tax-framing House Ways 
and Means Committee had set De- 
cember 20 as the deadline for en- 
actment, but congressional lead- 
ers decided to defer final action 
until after January 10, as a Christ- 
mas recess was set to begin Tues- 
day with the measure still to be 
considered by the senate. 


Thus February 1 became the 
earliest date the new excises, dou- 
bled in many instances, may be- 
come effective on such items as 
liquor, beer, wine, jewelry, lip- 
stick and other cosmetics, fur 
coats, admissions to amusement 
places, bowling and billiards and 
travel. 

Likewise, the increase in postal 
rates will be postponed at least 
a month. 


TIME RULES 


New excises cannot become ef- 
fective until the first of the month 
beginning at least 10 days after 
a new tax measure becomes law, 
and the legislation provides that 
the postage increases be imposed 
30 days after enactment. 


Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the Ways and 
Means Committee, said “we did 
the best we could. We came here 
and worked during the summer 
recess to get out this tax bill. It 
will now depend on the senate 
whether we will be able to pass 
the legislation in time for the new 
rates to become effective by Fe}- 
ruary 1. I’m willing to work day

Representative Knutson, of Min- 
nesota, Ways and Means Repub- 
lican leader, said “we’ve simply 
got to get this legislation passed 
by January 20.” 

Neither Doughton nor Knutson 
commented on the prospect of ad- 
justing the conflicting senate and 
house versions of the legislation. 


RUMBLINGS OF BATTLE 


However, there were rumblings 
of an impending battle on the pro- 
visions dealing with changes in 
the law governing renegotiation 
of war contracts. The Senate Fi- 
nance Committee wrote into the 
tax bill a provision exempting 
standard commercial products, al- 
though procured by the govern- 
ment in quantity, from effects of 
the law designed to recover un- 
due wartime profits. 


There were some _ discussions |’ 


about the capitol that President 
Roosevelt might veto the tax bill, 
on a contention that its effect 
might be only to shift the Treas- 
ury intake from recovery through 
renegotiation to added levies on 
excises, postage boosts and some 
revisions in the personal income 
corporation excess profit levies. 
The finance committee is to sub- 


mit to the senate its version of 
tax legislation before the recess is 
taken Tuesday, and the senate will 
consider it when congress returns 
January 10. Subsequently the 
house-senate differences must be 
settled in conference, and the 
measure signed by Mr. Roosevelt 
by January 21 if the new excises 
are to become effective by Feb- 
ruary 1.

Leaving Red Cross Work 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(4)— 
Mrs. Dwight F. Davis, who direct- 
ed the Red Cross volunteer serv- 
ices in their wartime expansion 
from a membership of 51,000 to 
more than 4,000,000, is being forc- 
ed out of action by illness. 

Chairman Norman H. Davis an- 
nounced her resignation today 
“with deep regret,” but noted that 
Mrs. Davis, who was famed ,for 
her organizational abilities even 
before her Red Cross work, will 
continue on the Red Cross govern- 
ing board “which means that we 
will continue to have the benefit 
of her advice and counsel.” 

Mrs. Davis’ husband was secre- 
tary of war under President Cool- 
idge and her father, Paul Morton, 
was secretary of the Navy under 
President Theodore Roosevelt and 
was an early governor of Nebras- 
ka. She is a native of Chicago.

Progressive Dodge is going to join the grow- 
ing list of Georgia counties which have in- 
Stalled freezer-locker plants. 

The Eastman Rotary Club has adopted as 
a very worthy project the soliciting of orders 
for lockers in the new facility and results to 
Gate ieave little doubt that the required 350 
will be secured by the first of January. 

Plans call for a plant comprised of five 
hundred lockers and an abattoir. 

Our only advice in the matter is that they 
leave ample room for future expansion. It 
has been proven time and again in other 
Georgia communities that, once the people 
are educated to the benefits of such a service, 
the demand for additional lockers is nothing 
short of phenomenal. 


Postwar 

There is. as all know, a great deal - post- 
war talk these days.

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Kicked Around? 


We were fascinated recently by the claims 
of Cotton Ed Smith, of South Carolina, and 
Josiah Bailey, of North Carolina, that southern 
Democrats were “kicked around” in the Demo- 
cratic party. 

Now comes the Louisville Courier Journal, 
also fascinated with the news that Senator 
Bailey, who threatens to bolt, was elected 
only because of his claim to “regularity” and 
his denouncement of one who “bolted.” 

The Courier Journal, answering the “kicked 
around” charge asks 

“Kicked around? What does the man 
mean? James F. Byrnes, mobilization director 
and President Roosevelt’s alter ego in the do- 
mestic war setup, is a southern Democrat and 
trom Mr. Smith’s own state. Fred Vinson, 
stabilization director, is a southern Democrat. 
So is Secretary of State Hull, so is many 
another key man in the executive branch and 
so are two justices of the supreme court. But 
nowhere are southern Democrats more in the 
ascendancy than in Mr. Smith’s own special 
purlieu—congress. 

“He himself heads the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. And there’s Carter Glass, of Vir- 
ginia, heading the Appropriations Committee, 
with Kenneth McKellar, of Tennessee, ranking 
next to him. Walter F. George, of Georgia, 
heads the Finance Committee, and Tom Con- 
nally, of Texas, the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, and Mr. Byrd the Rules Committee and 
Mr. Bailey the Commerce Comunittee. Robert 
R. Reynolds, of North Carolina, heads the 
Military Affairs Committee. Allen J. Ellender 
and John H. Overton, of Louisiana; Mrs. Hat- 
tie Caraway, of Arkansas; Lister Hill, of Ala- 
bama; Richard B. Russell, of Georgia; Elmer 
Thomas, of Oklahoma; Theodore G. Bilbo, of 
Mississippi, and Mr} McKellar are other south- 
ern Democrats holding committee chairman- 
Ships in the senate. Alben W. Barkley, the 
majority leader, is a southern Democrat. No 
other section holds position and power in the 


senate equal to that of the southern Demo-. 


crats. And exactly the same thing is true 
over in the house, beginning with Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, of Texas. 

“This congressional domination by southern 
Democrats is not wholly by direct decision of 
the Democratic party. It is, in fact, largely 
the result of congressional seniority rules and 
the ability of southern Democrats to stay long 
in congress owing to one-party sway through- 
out most of their region. But the Democratic 
party has definitely not kicked these boys 
around, though some of them have been, and 
are, kicking the Democratic party around.” 


“Give Us Subsidies”’ 


It is interesting, and encouraging, to note 
that the rural press of Georgia, always intelli- 
gent and outspoken, is taking such a strong 
stand on the question of food subsidies vs. 
inflation. 

Two of the very best articles have appeared 
in the Cairo Messenger and the Clayton County 
News and Farmer, 3 

Both take the position that if the choice 
is subsidies or increased cost of living, the 
people will ask for subsidies. 

“We are at a loss to understand,” writes 
Alan Kemper in the Clayton County News, 
“why it is all right to subsidize shipping. ship- 
building, aeroplane factories and other indus- 
tries if the same yardstick cannot be used on 


food products.” 

That is what a lot of people are beginning 
to wonder now that selfish efforts by certain 
pressure groups to raise the cost of living has 
been exposed. 


Arms and the Girl 


Two items from England are of interest. 
One reveals that in addition to the not infre- 
quent marriage of American and English girls, 
some 18,000 Canadians have married, and will 
take back to Canada, English and Scottish 
brides. 

The second item concerned nine wedding 
gowns sent to England by Americans for the 
Wrens, an English feminine war service, to 
wear when getting married. The dresses are 
rented at 10 shillings ($2) per wedding. 

It was explained that the dresses had to be 
let out at the waist, the English girls being 
broader in that area than American girls. This 
does not seem to have made much difference. 
Apparently the Canadians and Americans had 
arms sufficiently long to do a proper job.

ANTI-GEORGE AND GEORGIA “We were told,” said a 


member of the Klan Klav- 

ern which entertained Eugene Talmadge and his Palace Guards a 

week ago, “‘that the purpose of the meeting was to allow Talmadge 

a chance to feel out the possibility of his running against Senator 
Walter George in the 1944 primary. ‘ 

“I quit that guy more than a year ago but I 
still pay my dues in the Klan and I keep my 
mouth shut. I guess they don’t know I have quit. 

“They told a’few of us to go out and whoop 
it up and start the report going over the state 
that Talmadge was strong and had a lot of 
support. . 

“As a matter of fact he wasn’t so good in his 
speech. Parts of it, especially the part about 
Cordell Hull, were so silly that I could see that 
didn’t go over very well. Also, I think even some 
of the Klansmen believe we have got to work 
with the other nations after the war. So, I 
wouldn’t say that he did so well with his speech. 
But, of course, you never can tell. 

“The plan is for a few more of the Klan out- 

rfits to have him in. Similar organizations will 

- entertain him, They hope, or did hope until the 

Porterdale meeting was exposed, to get a whispering campaign 

started that Talmadge was in great health and was his old self and 
was all ready to get going again. 

“It looks like a shakedown to me, but at any rate, that is the 
plan. He Wants to see if he can arouse any enthusiasm. He was a 
dead fish at Porterdale and the stuff he said was the same old stuff 
he was saying all last summer but it was the first time I ever 
heard him let the people know what he thought about the Jews 
and the Catholics who have had to come to this country to escape 
Hitler. That guy still seemed to think a lot of Hitler’s methods 
from the way he talked, even if he didn’t come out and say so.” 

If this is, as reported, an anti-Walter George campaign it is also 
an anti-Georgia campaign. And not to be taken seriously, as yet. 
WATSON PATTERN = Talmadge. who once spoke out in ad- 

miration of Hitler's Mein Kampf, is not 


foolish enough to oppose the war. 
| he ga it is very likely that the Klansman who heard his talk is 
right, 

Talmadge may be gambling on the end of the European war by 
1944. If so he would try, as did Tom Watson, to come back from 
political oblivion by a bitter attack on the war and those who 
managed it. 

Talmadge modeled his whole life, including his prejudices, on 
Tom Watson. He could hardly fail to think of the possibility of a 
Watson comeback after this war. 

Watson, it will be recalled, fought the American Legion, which 
had just been organized; opposed Wilson and the League of Nations, 
and shouted vicious and quite untrue charges from every stump. 

He rode into office as a United States senator on a platform of 
hate and falsehood, which a people sick of war and of the small 
sacrifices they had had to make, supported. 

All of this without doubt has been in Talmadge’s mind. 

That was why in his Ku Klux Klan speech he attacked Cordell 
Hull, all those who plan for postwar co-operation (this was a 
direct attack on Senator George who is chairman of the Postwar 
Committee), the administration, the “refugees” (which was a polite 
way of letting the Klan know that Eugene Talmade, too, didn’t care 
for Catholics or Jews), and also why he predicted a depression, 
hard times and lack of jobs. 

He hopes that is what will happen. He would welcome a de- 
pression, hard times and lack of employment because only in such a 
condition does the political doctrine of hate and appeals to preju- 
dices have a chance of winning. Talmadge has never been elected 
when times were good or when he had a strong candidate against 
him. He must have a split field and hard times, with its accom- 
panying bitterness and prejudices, to be a formidable candidate. 

So, it is very likely that he is asking his people to arrange a few 
meetings for him so that he can keep before the people. His whis- 


pering campaign idea is a familiar one. 

PREMATURE? The Klansman who “just keeps up his dues,” 
said that he was sure they did not intend for 

it to be made public that Talmadge was starting his whispering 

campaign to the effect he might run against Senator George. That 

was to come later. 

The facts are, of course, that the people of Georgia have a 
higher regard for Senator George than ever before in the man’s 
years of service. He has done a fine job in the war congress and 
in my opinion the people of the state are proud of him. He de- 
serves a primary in which he has no opposition. 

Talmadge would have a difficult time getting funds except from 
the “America First” and the Wheeler-and-Nye-type groups. Two or 
three of the cotton mills, for whom he broke strikes with militia, 
might come in, but not for much. 

It was the Klansman’s idea that Talmadge probably wanted to 
put himself in position to make a satisfactory “arrangement” with 
the George forces. He would agree not to run if a proper “arrange- 
ment” could be made. 

That, for the present, is as good an idea as any. 

Meanwhile that Ku Klux speech, in which he obviously was 
rooting for this country to have hard times so his political ambitions 
would be helped; when he was harshly inconsiderate of the Catholic 
and Jewish refugees; when he attacked Cordell Hull and, indirectly, 
Senator George, is a reminder, if you needed one, that the 1942 
Georgia primary estimate of the man was right on the beam.

HITCH-HIKERS Not having driven the family car outside the 
city for many, many months I have very 
little information as to the present status of the hitch-hiking pro- 
fession, the artists of the wagging thumb. My imagination has 
pictured highways practically bare of traffic save for trucks, buses 
and other essential vehicles, since the gasoline 
rationing has been in effect. Maybe I'm wrong, 
but it is the natural thing to assume that other 
people are rigidly saving every drop of gasoline 

they can, just as we are, 

It used to be, driving home from the office 
of an evening, that I would, on reaching Decatur 
courthouse square, go home by way of Clairmont 
instead of down the old Lawrenceville highway. 
Distance was about the same and I always hated 
to drive past a lot of hitch-hikers, ignoring them. 
It wasn’t worth while offering a lift for the half- 
mile I drove along the highway. And that 
highway, say at the Candler hotel corner and 
for some distance, was lined, some days, with 
appealing thumbs, They didn’t know I was only 
going around the curve and my conscience used 
to embarrass me with imaginings of what they 
were muttering about me as I whirled by them 

without slackening speed. 

Came gasoline rationing, however, and the lines of hitch-hikers 
shrank until they became almost a rarity. I began using the high- 
way again to get home from Decatur, after riding that far by 
street car. 

Last week, though, they came again, back to the roadside and 
the corners and the curb. The hitch-hikers, putting all the pathos 
and appeal imaginable in the sweep of a signaling thumb. 


THERE WAS A STRIKE The drivers of the passenger buses 

had gone on strike. The bus depots 
were packed with desperate people who simply had to travel to 
their individual destinations. The already crowded trains could 
not accommodate all and there must have been some personal 
probleins heartbreaking in their urgency. 

So, I suppose, they were trying again to travel on their thumbs. 
I hope in proper time they all reached their destinations. I hope 
not too many of the lads in uniform were disciplined for overstay- 
ing their leave away from camp. I hope those trying to reach a 
bedside of a loved one got there in time. 

I cant help them. I do no driving, nowadays. It just trou- 
bles me to see so many folks so desperately trying to promote trans- 
portation to those places where they just must go. 

And I'd hate to be a striking bus driver, with all the thoughts 
of sorrow for others, caused by my striking, which must have 
plagued the conscience before the strike was called off, Saturday.

With a war-torn world in travail, with so many homes 
sorrowing for loved ones gone, it would be cruel irony to talk about 
merriment. 

We can, to be sure, pray for and dream of a coming.day when 
good will to men will have greater meaning than ever before. But 
that day is yet in the future. 

I think this Christmas could best be a day for rededication of 
our faith in the eternal verity of the truth Christ taught when 
He was on earth. For, most surely, the fight in which we are 
now engaged is a fight against all the things of evil He opposed. 

And as such, despite the dark days here and those to come, we 
must hold firm our faith that with such a cause we cannot lose, 
Things are not going too well, in the over-all picture of the war. 
The saddest defeats we suffer are, probably, the strikes and dis- 
putes and internal fights among our own people. But the way is 
slow and hard and costly in Italy.

WASHINGTON PARADE

G.O.P. MOTIVE QUESTIONED WASHINGTON, Dee. 19 


There was always a suspicion 
that senate Republicans were not guided by the high-sounding 
constitutional grounds they gave for opposing the bill to provide a 

federal ballot for members of the armed services 
in next year’s presidential election. 

Somehow it never made sense that the consti- 
iuiion, which has been circumvented so many 
times under the exigencies of war, should be 
interposed as a barrier against the exercise of 
the election franchise by the very men who are 
giving their lives to preserve our constitutional 
system of government. 

Every impartial observer on the scene knew 
that the majority of senate Republicans opposing 
‘he bill were guided by ulterior motives. They 
just didn’t want the soldiers and sailors to vote 
for fear of what the result would be in the coming 
elections. 

Anyone following the debates could see this 
clearly enough in the many furtive efforts made 
by Republicans to scuttle the measure. Finally 

: vhen the opportunity came to defeat the bill by 
joining up with states’ rights Democrats, the Republicans seized 
upon it without ceremony. It was a windfall that they hardly had 
hoped for. 

While these facts were apparent enough to every true observer, 
they remained without sufficient corroborating evidence unti! Sen- 
ator Edward H. Moore. of Oklahoma. the former anti-New Deal 
Democrat turned Republican, let out a blurb on the subject the 
other day. 

It fell the lot of the freshman Oklahoma senator to let the cat 
out of the bag. 

He revealed that the Republicans. in voting down the soidier 
vote bill. were concerned not so much by the constitutional ques 
tions involved, but by the fear that the Democrats would use tne 
legislation as “the basis for the most gigantic vote-stealing in 
history.” 

The Roosevelt administration, he said, could not be trusted to 
administer the act fairly. He held up the picture of the‘government 
passing down orders to every officer in every military outpost over 
the world to herd their men together and vote them like cattle— 
for the straight Democratic ticket, of course. 

Now nothing could be more asinine than 


ASININE THESIS for anyone to advance a’ thésis of that kind 
seriously. The senator from Oklahoma, with all of his freshman 
naivette, could not be so dull witted as to believe what he says. 
If he followed the, consideration of the bill at all, he would knew, 
as he does know, that specific provision was made for a bi-partisan 
commission to supervise and administer the voting of service men 
and women, 

Senator Lucas. of Illinois, one of the Democratic authors of tne 
measure, properly described the Oklahoman’s remarks as “con 
temptible.” He could have gone much further than this and still 
been within bounds. 

“The iruth of the matter is. 
“that he does not want the soldiers to vote. 
and substance of his argument.” 

The constitutional grounds used by the Republicans in their 
opposition was a sham and a fraud. Senator Moore, the glib- 
tongued freshman, gave his colleagues away when he admitted their 
maior concern was not the constitution, but the result of soidier 
balloting. 

And he was not thinking of any result to bé obtained by admin- 
istration manipulation of the voting. He was thinking of how the 
soldiers might vote of their own free will. 

If anything were needed to cement the Republican opposition 
to the soldier vote bill, it was supplied by the recent Gallup poll 
on how the service men are leaning with respect to the coming 
presidential contest. Upwards of 60 per cent of them,-the poll 
showed, favor the re-election of President Roosevelt. 

That is enough to damn, with the Republicans, any legislation 
designed to make sure that the soldiers are provided a means of 
voting. 


SOLDIER VOTE DECISIVE The Gallup poll confirmed other 
private surveys that have been 


made of the situation. The Republicans have known this only too 
well, which explains their hostile attitude from the start. With 
about 10 million persons in the armed services, any denial of the 
vote to our soldiers might easily mean the difference in a close 
election. 

Under the circunistances, it is all the more amazing that enough 
so-called states’ rights Democrats could be persuaded to go along. 
with the Republican defeatist move. 

They well might have taken the higher position of Senator 
Austin, of Vermont, one of the ablest of senate Republicans, who 
said he approved the measure without passing upon the constitu- 
tional questions involved, ‘‘because today, in time of war, a nigher 
law than the constitution commands us.” 

Divorced of all of its legalistic aspects, the simple question would 
seem to be whether we are to deny a soldier the right to participate 
in the election of his government heads because of mooted consti- 
tutional issues, while requiring him to surrender his liberty— 
perhaps life—in defense of constitutional government.

We Americans are the world’s prize saps. We don't care if the 
stuff in the bottle is poison, provided the label tells us it is good. 
Any kind of fraud can fool us and satisfy us if it is marked genuine. 

We are spending fabulous sums of money and thousands of lives 
to save and preserve democracy, yet we are indifferently throwing 
it away here at home. We are losing our freedom precisely as the 
people of Fascist lands lost theirs; and though it is happening in 
the apen, and everybody knows about it, we don't care enough to 
protest. 

There is no such thing as democracy without majority rule. 
Rule by a small group may be a “dictatorship of the proletariat” 
or a dictatorship of some other sort, but it certainly is not democracy. 
To call it that is foolish, for it cannot be democracy unless it is 
controlled and directed by the will of the majority. 


Our government by the people has become a government by 
pressure groups. We had a taste of that system when the Anti- 
Saloon League cracked the whip over congress: now other minority 
groups have learned the trick, and government by the people will 
be gone forever unless we can find some way to restore it soon. 
And restoring it will be a tough job, for too many are interested 
in the pressure-group scheme, and few are patriotic enough or wise

enough to give up a present advantage for the sake of future security. 


How does the “pressure” work? Congressmen are not slaves. 
Nobody stands over them with a club or threatens them with a gun. 
They can always say no if they have the courage or the manhood. 
When they say the pressure is too great to resist, they mean they 
are afraid to say no. They have surrendered to a form of blackmail 
—turned against the majority to do the will of a group that threatens 
them. 

Suppose the bootleggers have a national organization and de- 
mand a law fixing the price of liquor at $1 a drink and forbidding 
competition. They pay dues to build a big “war fund” and hire a 
publicity man to make their cause seem just. They hire lobbyists 
to work on congressmen. 

They support any senator or representative who votes their way, 
regardless of his party or character. But if a good man votes 
against them, they go into his district at the next election atid 
spend enough money to defeat him. That scares the others into line, 
for most congressmen are afraid of losing their jobs and their living 
They serve the group that can ruin them. 

It is a simple scheme by which any group can get special advan- 
tages. It works, and it spells the doom of democracy. It means gov- 
ernment by the few for the few—and the many don’t seem to care.

Break in Main 
Floods Avenue 


A break in a 36-inch water main 
running from Chattahoochee 


pumping station Number 1 to the 
city reservoir flooded the Sea- 
board Air Line railroad yards and 
turned Chattahoochee avenue into 
a roaring river of water. At the 
point of breakage, near the edge 
of the yards, a geyser of water 
shot high into the air and caused 
great excitement in the neghibor- 
hood until water officials could 
cut off the flow. 

The accident, according to 
waterworks officials, took place 
shortly after 3 p. m. yesterday, 
and it was an hour or more before 
employes at the pumping station 
could stop the wastage. Mean- 
while, water flooded the railroad 
yards to shoe-top depth, tied up 
switching and made Chattahoo- 
chee avenue impassable for traf- 
fic. The flow of water, how- 
ever, was not strong enough to 
wash out any tracks. 

The 36-inch main is one of three 
which run from the pumping sta- 
tion to the city reservoir. One of 
the other mains is of 30-inch 
diameter and the third is of 48- 
inch diameter. They run undér- 
ground under the avenue. until 
they reach the railroad yards and 
then run suspended overhead until 
they cross the yards, when they 
go underground again. The break 
was in an underground section of 
the main. 

The main that burst also sup- 
plies water to the Seaboard lines 
for use in the railroad’s water 
tanks. Charles B. Gramling, chief 
engineer of the Atlanta water de- 
partment, said that officials of the 
waterworks immediately connect- 
ed the tanks with another main 
and there was no interruption of 
service. 

“This break is one of those acci- 
dents that happen to us during the 
fall of every year,” Gramling con- 
tinued. “It was caused, I think, 
by the cold spell—the expansion 
and contraction of pipes during 
cold periods. Every fall we have 
a break of some kind in our mains 
for the same reason.”

‘Biscuit Bomber’ Rains Supplies 


To Americans on New Britain 


ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN NEW GUINEA, 
Dec. 19.—(4)—American troops, 
who tonight were fanning out 
north and northeast along the 
southern coast of New Britain 


after securing all of Cape Merkus 
peninsula, are the first in the 
southwest Pacific to be supplied 
by Flying Fortresses.

Help Excessively Oily Skin 
By Avoiding Cosmetic Fats 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Some medical authorities 
advise patients with acne (eces- 
sively oily skins, blackheads and 
pimples) to avoid greasy and fat- 
ty foods, pastries, sweets and 
sweet drinks, butter, lard, gravy 
and I don’t know what all. 

I never have been able to learn 
why the old timers are so “agin” 
such foods for young people with 
oily skin or acne. I used to think 
that perhaps my medical educa- 
ion had been neglected or maybe 
I] had been enjoying a brief snooze 
when the professor of dermatology 
explained it to our class. But aft- 
er I had practiced for six or eight 
vears I conducted extensive re- 
search in regard to acne, digitalis, 
cri, rabies, gout, neurasthenia and 
other fond medical traditions, and 
arrived at the only conclusion the 
facts warrant, namely, that there 
is no scientific basis and no clini- 
cal basis for the notion that a 
person with oily skin or acne can- 
not thrive as well on fats, oils or 
sweets as one who has no acne. 

No wonder the old timers were 
and are so reticent about it. All 
they know is that some old timer 
away back conceived the notion 
out of his inner consciousness, and 
somehow it got into the medical 
textbooks, as such things will, 
all the old timers way back knew 
about it was that it seemed a plau- 
sible notion and patients seemed 
to like it, too. 

If you are ignorant of physiology 
it may seem reasonable to suppose 


that too much fat, oil or grease in| 


the diet would just exude through 
the “pores,” and that’s about the 
size of the notion of the old-time 
dermatologists. But if you have 


ever studied physiology you know '

en as food is as different from the 
oil excreted by the sebaceous (oil)

no relation whatever to the quan- 

tiy or character of the oils, fats or 

greases taken in food or as oil. 
Young persons—and you say 


whether you are young or old— 


generally have active sebaceous 
glands and an ample supply of 
natural skin oil or often an ex- 
cess of it. So it is unwise for 
them to apply oils, creams or 
to the skin for cosmetic 
purposes. 

It is only when you begin to 
grow old—or say older if you pre- 
fer—that the sebaceous glands be- 
in function, your 
skin becomes dry, sallow, irritable, 
and needs regular applications of 
oils, creams or greases to keep it 


‘reasonably soft, clear and com- 


fortable. 

But, old or young, remember 
this: The amount of oil, fat or 
grease in your food has nothing 
to do with the condition of your 
skin.

1 cup milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

3 tablespoons butter 

1 cup broken walnut meats

sugar is dissolved. Then cook 
without stirring to 238 degrees, F, 
or until mixture forms a soft ball 
in cold water. Remove from heat, 
add butter and vanilla. Set aside 
until lukewarm.

Admiral Lord Louis Mountbatten, 
Allied commander-in-chief, issued 
a directive today combining all 
combat units of the RAF and the 
U. S. Air Force in the southeast 
Asia theater into a single air force 
under the command of Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Richard Peirse with 
U. S. Major General George E. 
Stratemeyer second in command. 

Sir Richard is chief of the RAF 
in India and former head of the 
RAF’s bomber command. Strate- 
meyer, a native of Cincinnati, who 
formerly was chief of staff to 
General Henry H. Arnold, com- 
mander of all U. S. air forces, also 
will command a strong force 
known as the Eastern Air Com- 
mand, composed of all combat 
units of the 10th VU. S. Air Force 
and the RAF Bengal Command. 
“The Southeast Asia Command 
has been established as an Allied 
command because experience in 
this war has shown this is the 
most efficient weapon for defeat- 
ing the common enemy,’. Mount- 
batten said in a formal statement. 

“I feel certain the American and 
British air forces will prove far 
more effective now that they are 
united into a single Allied air 
force.” 

In the eastern air command will 
be the tactical force under the op- 
erational control of Air Marshal 
Sir John Baldwin, who has been 
commander of the RAF’s Bengal 
Command, and the strategical 
force under operational control of 
Brigadier General Howard C. Da- 
vidson, who has been commander 
of the 10th Air Force. 

In his general order 
Stratemeyer said: 

“The resourceful, able and wily 
enemy must be blasted from the 
jungles of Burma and driven from 
its skies in the days to come. His 
lines of communication must be 
obliterated, his shipping destroyed, 
his will to resist crushed. 

“Against the inevitable day of 
retribution when Japan’s cities 
will meet the fate of Berlin our 
lifeline must be strengthened and 
protected. Every ounce of every 
man in this command wil be re- 
quired to accomplish this pur- 
pose,”

Stoll, Western Electric president, 
who came here from New York, 
assured management co-operation. 

Farmer, an officer in the signal 
corps, for which the company 
manufactures important materials, 
headed -nine officers designated 
by the War Department to take 
over the plant units, located at 
Point Breeze, at 10 a. m. (Atlanta 
time) today. Troops were not in- 
volved-and the general said they 
would not be ordered unless nec- 
essary.
